A  general  emergence  of  the  moths  of  the  European  corn  "borer  through- 
out the  western  area  has  put  an  end  to  one  of  the  most  stupendous  and  inten- 
sive cai;:paigns  ever  waged  against  an  insect  pest.      In  spite  of  a  start  six 
weeks  late  and  one  of  the  v/ettest  seasons  on  record,  the  campaifjn  has  met  irilh 
s-access  "beyond  all  expectations.        Such  is  the  reward  of  the  cooporaticn 
which  has  "been  so  evident  and  so  gratifying  throughout  the  entire  campaign. 
The  farmers  of  the  clean-u^  area  deserve  special  commendation  for  the  large 
part  which  they  liave  contri"buted  toward  the  success  of  the  campaign. 

As  to  definite  results,  therti  can  "be  little  douht  that  millions  of 
corn  "borers  have  "been  destroyed.     Consequent  slowing  up  of  the  spread,  and 
reduction  of  tlie  da-nago  hy  this  pest  would  appear  to  "be  equally  o'bvious. 
Records  carefully  made  have  already''  indicated  the  desti-uction  of  more  than 
95  per  cent  of  the  oorers.    Tl'ie  final    answer  will  be  given  this  fall  when 
the  complete  records  on  spread  and  infestation  ca.n  be  obtained.

June  13  the  court  of  appeals  anno^onced  its  decision  reversing  the  judgment  of 
the  lower  court  and  dissolving  the  injuiiction.    There  was  no  appeal,  and  a 
picking  crew  was  put  on  the  field  the  following  day.    The  field  is  now  clea.red. 
In  this  connection  last  v/eek's  V.^TH  THE  GOPJT  BORES  'bore  the  legend,  "Ohio  Su- 
preme Court  upholds  regulations."    This  was  an  error.     It  v/as  the  court  of 
appeals  of  the  sixth  circuit,  not  the  suprciae  court. 

The  time  element,  of  co^irse,  was  most  important  in  these 
cases.    The  dispatch  with  which  the  suits  were  heard  and  disposed 
of  v;as  truly  encouraging.     In  Lucas  County  the  case  came  up  five 
days  after  the  injunction  was  gi-anted  and  cgone  up  in  the  court  of 
appeals  six  days  after  the  first  decision  was  given.     In  1'ti.lton 
Counter,  Ohio,  the  judge  of  the  common  pleas  court  came  hack  to  the 
county  to  hear  the  case,  and  it  was  tried  the  sa:re  day  the  answer 
was  filed.    Practic8.11y  all  the  cases  were  tried  within  a  few  days  after  tne 
ansv/er  and  motion  to  dismiss  were  filed. 


anduslcy  County,  Ohio,  reported  the  most  cases,  having  seve3i  in- 
junctions filed.     In  most  of  these  cases  the  plaintiff  consent- 
ed to  clean  up  his  fields  voluntarily,  and  the  ca.ses  were  con- 
tinued to  give  him  the  opportunity.

IWien  you  talce  into  consideration  that  there  ivere  23  coimties  in 
the  quarantined  area  and  in  these  23  counties  were  85,263  farmers  v/ith  600,000 
acres  of  corn,  you  can  readily  see  wliat  a  Herculean  task  would  have  confronted 
the  Federal  and  State  authorities  had  not  the  farmers  cooperated  whole-hearted- 
ly in  the  clean-up  program. 

The  supervisors  in  charge  of  the  work  in  the  different  counties 
and  the  inspectors  who  lahored  under  them  performed  a  splendid  service  and 
have  handled  the  situation  in  a    masterly  manner.    A  great  deal  of  credit  is 
due  the  supervisors  and  inspectors  in  connection  with  this  clean-up  program. 

Ilichigan  has  done  her  part  to  control  the  European  corn  horcr,
